WILL NOT RESIGN TILL THEY ARE PAID. 


Wichita, Kas., Has Two Sets of Policemen 
Patrolling the Streets. : 

Wichita, Kas., Aug. 29.—[Special. ]—Wich- 
ita has two sets of patrolmen on some of the 
beats of the city tonight. One set 1s Prohi- 
bition and the other anti-Prohibition. 

The old policemen that were fired demanded 
their back pay and the police Commissioners 
not having money to pay them the police said 
they would not quit work until a settlement 
was made with them. 

The result was they would not turn over 
their stars, buttons, and uniforms and pro- 
ceeded to walk their beats as usual. 

The entire Fifth Ward had two sets of 
police doing duty and the citizens are 
acknowledging the set that was fired and re- 
fuse to recognize the newly appointed offi- 
cers, 

Heretofore the police were paid from the 
saloon revenue, and that failing on account 
of the enforcement of the prohibitory law 
there is no funds, 

The municipal authorities have made no 
levy for the police department, not aatici- 
pating the abolition of the saloon’ revenues 
owing to the prejudice against the effort to 
enforce an obnoxious law. 

The banks and business-men will not ad- 
vance money on vouchers, Attorneys have 
advised the discharged policemen to walk 
their accustomed beats until the Commission- 
ers pay them. 

The Police Commissioners were in session 
all day today discussing the question of the 
enforcement of the prohibitory law. They 
demanded a pledge of the Chief of Police and 
his two assistants to use every means to en- 
force the law. 

One of the assistants refused to give the 
pledge, but it is understood that the other 
two took the pledge. 

The commission also discussed the proposi- 
tion of oustmg Police Judge Hatton, whose 
rulings in the late liquor case against the Cit- 
izens’ club did not satisfy the Attorney-Gen-

JUDGE C. M. THOMAS DIES IN CHICAGO, 


Passes Away in a Sanitarium Under Treat- 
ment for Bright’s Disease.

Judge C. M. Thomas of this city is reported 
to ha ve died ina sanitarium in Chicago this 
afternoon from Bright’s disease. The Judge 
left here about five weeks ago to be treated, 
but has been gradually failing ever since.

Since that time he has traveled a 
great deal on account of his health until final- 
ly he was compelled to gotoa sanitarium as 
the last resort, Although his death was daily 
expected the news comes as a great shock to 
his many friends.

Campos has confessed that autonomy for 
Cuba is the only solution of the present con- 
dition of affairs. When Gen. Campos was 
sent to Cuba it was said if he were allowed to 
carry out his plans unhampered he might be 
able to maintain Spanish supremucy. This 
opinion was based on the fact that Campos is 
not only a military leader and diplomat, bu 

romantically courageous. 

In the rebellion of 1868 there was an in- 

stance of the latter trait. One night he left 
his command and visited one of the insur- 
gents’ camps. Entering the hut of the com- 
mander he announced: 1 am Martinez 
Campos; I have come to take supper with 
you.” 
The frankness and fearlessness of the Span- 
ish leader so impressed the insurgent that he 
cordially received his visitor, expressing his 
regret that he had nothing but sweet potatoes 
to offer him. After the meal the Spanish 
General withdrew and returned in safety to 
his own quarters. 

It was owing to his comprehensive grasp of 
affairs and ability to induce men by promises 
and more substantial means to fall into his 
views that the compromise of 1878 was 
made effective and the ten years’ rebellion 
ended. Campos has not been permitted to 
carry out his plans, and it is in contemplation 
to send another mnn to Cuba as Captain- 
General and relegate Campos to the com- 
mand of military affairs. 

Havana, Aug. 29.—The reports recently 
published in reference toa letter from Gen. 
Campos relative to the great proportions as- 
sumed by the rebellion in Cuba and the prop- 
osition for the establishment of autonomy 
for the idland are pronounced in government 
circles false. Capt.-Gen. Campos has not 
written any letter to the Spanish Consul at 
Jamaica, it is claimed, nor to any one else 
concerning the project of autonomy and the 
progress of the troubles in Cuba. 

The merchants of Havana are preparing 
for a public demonstration on the occasion of 
the arrival of the troops from Spain, Boats 
decorated with flags and banners, Carrying 
bands of music, will meet the steamer con- 
veying the Spanish troops outside the harbor. 
The city will be gayly decorated and brilliant- 
ly illuminated. 

Public officials say that they are more con- 
fident than ever that Gen. Campos will soon 
be able to bring abcut an era of peace and 
good feeling in Cuba, 


Joaquin A. Vargas, ex-Mexican Consul 
Here, has received a letter from a friend near 


to the high Spanish officials in Havana, Cuba. 


It is dated Aug. 22 and has this to say in re- 
gard to the progress of the insurrection on 
that island: 

The insurrection is strong and daily gain- 
ing ground, Asa proof, ever since the very 
beginning the government forces are the ones 
who are on the defensive, while the insurgents 
are the attackers, Who could have imagined 
that José Marti, with such very limited re- 
sources at his command, just by dint of inex- 
haustible patience and constancy, could have 
raised up the people ashe has done all over 
the island? 

Spain began active measures to quell the 
rebellion Feb, 24 last with an army of more 
than 70,000 men, counting regulars and vol- 
unteers. Of these, through death by battle 


and disease, she has lost in the six months 
since about 18,000 men. In sometocalities 


the troops have found themselves in such per- 
ilous situations that many of the soldiers 
and even some of the officers have 
suicided, while others have lost their 
reason. The Cubans have ~ fought 
with unequal bra very, and have so far con- 
ducted themselves with the utmost manli- 
ness and honor. For instance, the wounded 
Spaniards left by their comrades on the 
field to die are taken in and cared for 
by the Cubans, and when restored 
are set at liberty. But this humane 
conduct is not likely to last, for Martinez 
Campos’ party is conti ually working on him 
to get him to institute a veritable reign of 
terror. If that happens the torch will be ap- 
plied broadcast over the whole island and no 
Spaniard will then be spared.” 


FORT WEATHERS A HEAVY FIRE, 


Attack of Insurgents Repulsed with Heavy 


Loss. 
Havana, Aug. 29.—Gen. Antonio Maceo at- 


tacked Plantation Union, near San Luis, re- 


cently. The garrison of the fort, fifty-nine in 
number, for three hours sustained the fire of 
the insurgents, who finally retired leaving 
among the killed Lieut. Juan Vega, among 
the wounded Capt. Marces Ramier. Capt. 
Ramier, who identified Lieut. Vega as being 
among the killed, died soon afterwards. 

Six sharpshooters and swordsmen of the 
command of Lieut.-Col. Tejera recentiy suc. 
ceeded in am bushing and killing the insurgent 
Lieutenant, Pablo Lamonde. The insurgents 
succeeded in making their escape through the 
country districts, but troops are in pursuit.

QUICK SALE OF AMERICAN FRUIT.

McFarlane says he will urge in Congress the 
ecessity of sending a commission for the 
purpose of studying the situation there. 

Col. MsFarlane explains that Mr. Cleg- 
horn, the father of Princess Kaiulani, is now 
en route for England, accompanied by ex- 
Consul Wodehouse, It is believed one of the 
objects of their visit is to present to the Brit- 
ish Government a full and detailed account of 
the situation in the Hawaiian Islands and the 
causes that led to the overthrow of the mon- 
archy there, 

The natives, he thought, were not wholly 
opposed to the policy of annexation to the 
‘United States. Still, fallmg to bring. about 
the restoration of the monarchy, to which 
they naturally incline, they would reaily pre- 
fer annexation to Great Britain. Of course 
the American commercial influence is in the 
ascendancy, but the British influence is also 
large. 

Col. McFarlane favored a permanent re- 
public, or else a permanent restoration of the 
monarchy, the best elements of both parties 
forroing a coalition for the suport of the 
government.

It is said she had on board a ton of dyna- 
mite, bought by Gen. Campos, to be used in 
the campaign against the insurgents. This 
dynamite exploded with terrific force, the 
story goes, tearing the ship into fragments. 

New York, Aug. 29.4-[Speciai.}- The Villa- 
verde belongs to the Spanish Transatlantic 
line and is chartered by Capt.-Gen. Campos 
for his personal use during the. campaign. in 
Cuba. : 

She arrived here Aug. 19 from Havana and 
went into dry dock in the Erie basin, where 
her bull was scraped, some paint was put on, 
and she received some minor repairs. It was 
given out that she came here simply to be 
painted, but that explanation of Her unex- 
pected coming did not satisfy those who 
reasoned that it was a long distance to travel 
merely for a coat of paint.

The Spanish Minister, Dapuy de Lome, is 
quoted as saying that every respectable business- 
man and all good citizens in Cuba are opposed 
to the revolution. Such assertions are nonsense. 
These citizens who have been overtaxed and op- 
préssed through long years dare not show a sign 
of sympathy, but they are with us. At the first 
smile over our victories their property would be 
confiscated by Spain. This is why the rich peo- 
ple, a majority of whom are on our side at heart, 
show no siga of it.

INSURGENTS CAPTURED. 


Large Number of Rifles and Cartridges 
Found at Cedar Keys, Fila, 

Cedar Keys, Fla., Aug. 29.—[Special.}— 
For several days an official of the Spanish 
Government with two assistants has been 
here on the tookout for: filibusters. ‘The 
party has been cruising about in a skiff and 
searching the numerous keys near this place. 

Their search among the keys was unsuccess- 
ful, but yesterday evening they received an 
anonymous note telling them that they 
would find arms at the house of P. Burns, an 
Englishman who lives near this place. 
Deputy United States Collector Cottrell was 
informed and this morning he and the three 
Spanish agents visited the house of Burns. 

In the garret were found forty cases of 
Remington rifles, 150 cases. containing 
cartridges, fifteen kegs of gunpowder, and a 
lot of sabres and revolvers. 

The arms were seized by Collector Cottrell 
and the Washington authorities notified. The 
Spanish agents say they have evidence that 
Burns is a representative of the Cuban in- 
surgents and has been shipping arms from 
this place for months. Sponging vessels 
would take the arms out into the gulf and 
transfer them to filibustering schooners. 

It is said that the filibustering steamer 
which left Ocklocknee Bay, several! hundred 
miles north of here a few days ago, stopped 
off this place and took on a lot of arms. 


ROMERO NOT GIVEN HIS LIBERTY, 
Confined in Barracks Pending Trial in 
Superior Court=Other Mexican News. 

City of Mexico, Aug. 29.—-Pending the 
hearing of his appeal in the Superior Court 
Col. Romero is confined in the barracks. His 
lawyers have decided to ask for his release on 
bail until the ‘court shall decide in his case, 

The first Superior Court will take up the 
Romero-Verustigui case Monday, the lower 
court trying the accused persons having sent 
the verdict of the jury to the Superior Court 
on the ground that the jury failed to render a 
decision according tolaw and the evidence.

Company Surrenders 6.46 Acres at the 


Foot of Park Row to the City~This 
Makes a Total Acquisition of 8.05, and 
Gives in Return 7.93 Acres=This Gives 
a Shade the Best of It to the Munici- 
pality-Depression Can Be Completed 
in 100 days. 


Mayor Swift has won for the city every 
point in the trade with the Illinois Central 
arising out of the controversy regarding the 
depression of the company’s tracks on the 
Lake-Front, between Randolph street and 
Park row. He received the letter from Presi- 
dent Fish yesterday concerning the sub- 
merged land at the foot of Park row, which 
the city desired to use as a harbor, and it con- 
tained the information that the company 
would surrender to the city 6.46 acres. 

By yielding this point the city acquires 8.05 
acres and the railroad company acquires from 
the city 7.03 acres, the city thus getting .12 
of an acre the best of the bargain on the real 
estate transaction. Yesterday morning the 
city put engineers to work to locate the east 
boundary of the company’s right of way, and 
ascertained that the contention of Com- 
missioner of Public Works Kent that 
the msg sry had exceeded its rights 
by three feet was true. The railroad peo- 
4 at an informal conference later in 
the day conceded that Mr. Kent was right, 
This gives the city .25 of an acre. Another 
thing which the company conceded was that 
its rights only reached to the south line of 
Park row. At previous conferences the com- 
pany had maintained that its riparian right 
extended to the north line of Park row. This 
area made a difference of 2.80 acres, which 
makes the total acquisition for the harbor 
6.46 acres. 

Another mistake which was discovered was 
in the strip of land to be acquired by the com- 
pany saci of the foot of Park row. It had 
been estimated that there was 1.46 acres in 
this strip, but it develops thatit only con- 
taine 1.26 acres. This included a concession 
of .34 acre made by the city yesterday to the 
railroad company.

„It Attorney-General Moloney attempts 
to stop the city when it starts filling in the 
Lake-Front by imjunction he may run 
against barriers that will be hard to get 
over,” said a prominent lawyer yesterday 
who was looking up a few legal points on 
the question. Referring to a certain United 
States Circuit Court decision that was ak- 
firmed by the Supreme Court he said that in 
the final decree it was adjudged and décided 
that the city was the owner in fee of all 
the ground from Randolph street to Park 
row, including the railroad right: of way, 
and as riparian Owner has the right and 
the power to establish, construct, erect, and 
keep in repair on the Lake-Front east of said 
premises public landing places, wharves, 
docks, and levees; subject, however, in the 
execution of these powers to the authority of 
the State by legislation to prescribe lines 
beyond which the city may not go. 

“But,” he continued, the Legislature has 
not defined such lines, consequently in my 
opinion the city has @ perfect right to fill up 
the basin out to the government dock line if 
it so chooses, and an attempt to prevent it 
doing so will surely fail. I presume Mo- 
loney proposes to base his action on the sup- 
position that the city wants to utilize this 
property as a pleasure ground. My under- 
standing is that there are to be landings 
for boats along the east side. The State can 
have nothing to say about what purpose the 
grounds over which these landings are 
reached may be put to.“

Had the weather been especially arranged to 
test the qualities of Defender the yacht 
could hardly have been tried at more points;

e dead calm, next meeting an eddying wind, 
accompanied by a rain squall, followed by a 
wind squall of unusual flerceness, then a 
wind blowing not less than twenty-five knots 
an hour. . 

Defender met all the weather changes with 
marvelous ease and grace. Against the 
heaviest blasts it bore up gallantly, while 
Vigilant received knock-down after knock- 
down. In the lighter winds Defender 
skimmed the water like a bird. There was 
no mistaking the genuine seamanship with 
which it was handled; no question in all 
winds it can hold its own with any yacht 


afloat. 

A light breeze greeted Defender and Vigi- 
lant when they reached the Scotland Light- 
ship this morning, and no whitecaps were in 
evidence. For.a long time the yachts ca- 
reered about the lightship, laying short 
tacks. Defender had on its full suit of Her- 
reshoff sails, while Vigilant wore its regular 
racing suit. Of the two Vigilant’s set slight- 
ly better, but both were almost perfect in 
their fit. Vigilant carried its largest club- 
topsail, but Defender evidently expected a 
strong. breeze Jater in the day and had aloft 
only its No. 2. For headsails both boats car- 
ried only jibs and staysails, The jib of De- 
fender was the jib with the club at the clew 
which it carried in its last raceavith Vigilant. 
Neither the jib nor the staysail, large as they 
were, equaled in size those which Valkyrie 
III. carries. 

Defender did not have on its new steel gaff. 
It used the hollow wooden one which it has 
used all along. The new mast was much 
larger in diameter than the one which was 
buckled in the race a week ago last Tuesday. 
It is also peculiar in the fact that the mast- 
head, or at least the greater part of it, is 
hexagonal. The masthead of the former 
stick was round, It does not, however, be- 
gin to compare in size with the immense 
stick which is stepped on Valkyrie III. 

Valkyrie Takes a Look at Them. 

Shortly afterward Valkyrie, with Lord 

unraven aboard, hove in sight around the 
Hook and came up to take a look at the 
yachts. There was a flotilla of small craft 
about, the most intense interest being ap- 
parent. The preparatory gun was fired at 
11:10 and the yachts came down to the line 
on almost even terms. With the wind blow- 
ing about eight knots from west-southwest 
the two sloops stood off on a broad reach for 
the first mark, eight miles distant. The 
wind was coming over their starboard quar- 
ters, but while it was strong enough to 
round their sails to the fullest it did not 
have enough force to cause the yachts to 
heel to any perceptible extent. 

In the first mile Defender gained à full 
quarter over Vigilant. Then the wind began 
to die away and at 11:40 the race was a 
drifting match. At this point interest be- 
came centered toward Scotland Lightship. 
Down toward the becalmed yachts from that 
direction Valkyrie came booming along, 
driven by a light breeze it brought with it. 
It sailed steadily toward the yachts until 
within a quarter of amilefromthem. Then 
it luffed suddenly and started back toward 
the Hook. 


Steadily Leaves Vigilant. 

By 12 o’clock the breeze strengthened a lit- 
tle and Defender crept steadly away from 
Vigilant. The breeze freshened to seven 
knots an hour and both boats moved brisk- 
ly. At 2:01 Defender rounded the first mark 
considerably in the lead. Vigilant came 
Klong 6 minutes and 17 seconds later. Then 
both craft took out their spinnakers and 
balloon-jibs and the race for the second 
mark was fairly on. Almost immediately 
the yachts encountered a rain squall, accom- 
panied by a little wind.. They went steadily 
on, but the pleasure craft which had been 
accompanying them scudded for the city. 

At 2:40 the sun shone out again, although 
A heavy mist continued to hang over the 
water. The wind remained about the same 
and the yachts made slow time. At 3 o’clock 
Defender had arrived within a mile of the 
second turn, and that there might be no de- 
lay in rounding the mark at once took in its 
balloon-jib, setting in its place its jib and 
staysail, and also ran its baby jibtopsail up 
in stops. It rounded the mark at 3:16:30 
amid shrieking whistles and started back 
to the lightship on a close hauled reach with 
the wind on its port side, In rounding the 
turn Defender took in its spinnaker. 


Defender in a Heavy Squall. 

At 3:19 Vigilant took in its spinnaker and 

its balloon jib. It ran up its baby jibtop- 
sail in stops and set its jib and staysail. It 
rounded the mark at 3:24, official time, and 
breaking out its baby jibtopsail started off 
in pursuit of Defender. In the meantime the 
horizon to the southwest became ominously 
black. An occasional flash of lightning 
darted through the dark clouds. A squall of 
considerable magnitude could be seen com- 
ing up over the water. 
It came down upon Defender at exactly 
3:25 o'clock, and heeled it over so the great- 
er part of its lee deck was under water. It 
also headed the yacht off so short it could 
not lay a straight course for the lightship. 
As soon as it struck Capt. Haff had the jib- 
topsail taken in. It began to rain at 3:30, 
and the men were sent aloft on Vigilant to 
take in its clubtopsail. f 

At 3:32 another flerce squall struck De- 
tender. It tore away the sheet of its b, and 
in a minute the battens had ripped the beau- 
tiful sheet from clew to head. Had it not 
beeen for this accident it was the intention 
of Capt. Haff to sail through the squall with 
All sails set except the jibtopsail. When the 
jib was split the battens flew out in every 
direction and the scene bore a strong resem- 
blance to a woodyard in full operation. The 
squall which swept over the yacht had a 
velocity of from thirty to thirty-five miles. 


Takes the Gale Easily. 


The wind continued to blow twenty-five 
knots an hour and spume blew from the 
crest of every wave. Defender soon set a 
new jib and took the heavy wind easily, al- 
though Vigilant labored perceptibly. At 
3:46 Defender passed Sandy Hook lightship 
away in the lead and on the reach home

CALIFORNIA TUBF WAR IS NOW ON. 
* 


Williams Gets a New Option on Bay Dis- 
trict and Announces Stakes. 

San Francisco, Cal., Aug. 29.—[Special.]— 
The California Jockey club today secured an 
extension of six months on its option to 
purchase Bay District track for $650,000. 
Soon after the return of Thomas Williams 
from the East less than a month ago a 
story was published to the effect that the 
racing magnate had failed in his attempt to 
enlist Eastern capital in the project to pur- 
chase the track. It was announced that ow- 
ing to failure the Bay District track would 
be closed, graded, and cut up into building 
lots. Today, however, Williams visited 
railroad officials and an aggreement was 
reached by which Williams is to retain the 
track for six months with option of purchase 
at any time during that period. The result 
will be seen in a race track war between the 
California Jockey club and the Pacific Coast 
Jockey club. The later organization is un- 
der control of Adolph Spreckels, Edward 
Corrigan, and other Eastern turfmen. For 
its use a magnificent track is now bein 
built near Ingleside. Grand stands — 
buildings of borate design are * 
constructed. In faet when completed it wi 
stand comparison with the famous estab- 
lishments at Morris Park, ean or 
Coney Island, The fight between the rival 
tracks has already comemnced in a struggle 
for horses. Each association has issued a 
program of rich events and Secretaries are 
anxiously awaiting entries. 

The old asociation is now in the lead, as it 
has issued a program of events with fixed 
dates, while the new club has scheduled 
stakes without naming any certain day upon 
which they are to take place. As it is not 
known when the track will be ready the date 
of opening and other such details are a mat- 
ter for future decision. Conservative esti- 
mates place the number of horses that will 
be racing here this winter at 2,000.

John Watson’ s New Grounds, 


Laws Expected to Be Accomplished— 
John C. Richberg of Chicago Leading 
the Movement—Justice Brewer of the 
Supreme Court Talks on the Evils of 
Extended Litigation and Urges Shorter 
Trials and Less Expense. 

Detroit, Mich., Aug. 29.—[Special.]—The 
efforts of Jchn C. Richberg of Chicago to 
hasten the adoption of uniform laws through- 
out the various States were evidenced again 
in the American Bar convention today when 
he asked that body to adopt a motion request- 
ing the Vice-Presidents and members of the 
Grand Council to secure the appointment of 
uniform law commissioners in States not 


now represented. The motion was adopted 


unanimously. 

It is hoped to mplish many reforms in 
marriage and divorce laws during the coming 
year,and Attorney Richberg is leading the 
cam paign. 

M. H. Bedch of Chicago also secured the 
adoption of a resolution by the association in 
favor of a better promulgation of Federal 
law and jurisprudence, 

The resolution requests that printed copies 
of allacts of Congress and opinions of the 
Attorney-General be sent regularly to all in- 
corporated law schools and colleges. The 
resolution will be sent to the Congressional 
Committee on Education for action. 

The Committee on Uniformity of State Leg- 
islation reported that six States and one Ter. 
ritory had, since the last meeting, appointed 
Commissioners, and that some of the State 
laws recommended by, the Commissioners 
had been enacted, The Grand Council will 
endeavor to secure the appointment of com- 
missions in the other States, 

The- Committee on Patent Law reported 
adversely to any general revision of acts in 
their line, but recommending various specific 
amendments. The President was authorized 
to appoint a delegate to the meeting of the 
British Bar Association on comparative laws, 
similar action having been taken by the En- 
glish organization as to a delegate to be sent 
to the American Associati 

The Committee on ide Reporting urged 
more simplicity and uniformity in methods. 
State supervision of the making of reports 
was recommended. 

The section of legal education had charge 
of the evening session. President Jumes 
Bradley Thayer presided. Austin Abbott, 
Secretary of the section, offered a recom- 
mendation that admission to the bar be placed 
under the direction of the courts of last re- 


sort. 

Chancellor McLean of Iowa was elected 
President and George M. Sharpe of Mary- 
land Secretary.

It appears from the report of the Board of

“that the construction of the channel in 
question will have an effect on the level of 
all the lakes except Superior; that if the 
level is lowered considerably navigation will 
be affected, but that just what effect will 
be produced cannot be told until the channel 
is in operation.” It is stated that observa- 
tions made on two separate occasions at 
Niagara Falls go to show that the lake levels 
would be lowered over six inches. But it is 
admitted that those observations do not 
furnish a sufficient basis for accurate calcu- 
lations and that many more ought to be 
made before it can be stated in advance with 
any approach to accuracy what the effect 
of the discharge through the drainage chan- 
nel will be, Under the circumstances Con- 
gress doubtless will wait until the channel 
is in running order. Then it can get without 
any difficulty all the information it wants. 
And it will learn then that navigation on the 
lakes will not be interfered with. There is 
one point, however, regarding which the 
board has reached a conclusion, That is 
that an attempt to pass 300,000 eubic feet of 
water through the Chicago River as it now 
is would interfere with navigation and 
should not be allowed. The Drainage Trust- 
ees are aware of that and so are vesselmen 
and no such experiment will be tried, 


THE PENNSYLVANIA PLATFORM. 
Senator Cameron's flirtation with the free 
silverites, due probably to his absurd Presi- 
dential aspirations, was the cause of the be- 
lief that there might be some unsoundness 
on the money question.among the Republic- 
ans of Pennsylvania. That belief has been 
dispelled by the resolutions adopted by the 
convention day before yesterday, in which 
after indorsing the currency plank of the 
national platform of 1802 it declares that: 


We oppose the debasement of the national cur- 
rency by the admission of silver to free and un- 
limited coinage at the arbitrary ratio of 16 to 1 
for the reason that if such a policy be adopted it 
would not be possible to maintain the parity of 
values of the two metals and the purchasing and 
debt-paying power of the dollar, whether of sil- 
ver, gold, or paper, cannot continue to be equal. 


This is an unqualified and emphatic repu- 
diation of the financial heresy which has 
been vexing the country for some years. No 
free silverite who contends that the ratio of 
16 to 1 is divinely inspired can get any com- 
fort out of that language. There is no doubt 
now where the Republicans of Pennsylvania 
stand. i 

The platform is as clear on the tariff as it 
is on the silver question. It announces con- 
tinued adherence to the protective policy 
which has been so sturdily championed for 
100 years by the great men of our State and 
of our Nation” and insists upon the passage 
of such legislation as will secure the restora- 
tion and maintenance of this policy. But 
although Pennsylvania is par excellence a 
protection State the convention did not say 
that the McKinley law was its ideal of pro- 
tection and demand its reénactment. It did 
not even mention that measure. 

The convention hits the nail on the head 
when it charges: : 

“Phe Democfatic party, under Mr. Cleveland’s 
leadership, with the precipitation upon the country 
in the early part of 1893 of the most disastrous 
industrial and financial panic in our history, 
which was caused by the open threat of Mr. Cleve- 
land to destroy the protective policy and by the 
fear that other radical and destructive legislative 


changes, would be attempted under the same 
leadership. 


And it is correct also in the statement that 
“such measure of prosperity as the country 
enjoys today is due to the radical changes 
made by the United States Senate in the 
Wilson bill, and to the subsequent election 
of a new Congress pledged to resist the 
Cleveland free trade policy.’’ 

This does not agree with what Senator 
Brice said in his speech to the Ohio Demo- 
cratic convention. He alleged that the pres- 
ent revival of industry and of confidence was 
due to the tariff policy and legislation of the 
Democrats. But, as THe Trisunge has pre- 
viously pointed out and asthe Pennsylvania 
Republicans declare, had it not been for the 
inability of the Democrats to carry out thcir 
policy, owing to the opposition of Gorman, 
Brice, and a few others, the legislation of the 
Democrats would have been far more dis- 
astrous in its consequences than it was.

‘Phe Justice is even more opposed to ap- 
peals in criminal than in civil, cases, 
He says there should be none, and that by 
the ereation of a board of review and par- 
dons with power to set aside a conviction or 
reduce a sentence if the defendant is not 
guilty, or has been punished with undue se- 
verity, the possibility of the accused being 
wronged will be eliminated, while the guilty 
will meet with speedier pynishment. That 
is in many respects the system in England. 
Criminals seldom escape there when caught. 
Here in Illinois they usually set their de- 
serts in the trial court, and then the Supreme 
Court discovers some technical error and re- 
leases them. 

Justice Brewer is not afraid of juries. He 
is willing to trust them, and thinks they 
would be more trustworthy than they are if 
their conclusions were final oftener than 
now. He says: |

by a still higher court. If the Judges of 
those courts had the last word they would 
cease to be perfunctory Judges. 

Many other sensible remarks are made by 
Justice Brewer, He wishes the right to con- 
tinuances curtailed. He wants the time of 
process shortened. When a case has been 
once commenced he does not want any other 
court to be allowed to interfere. But what 
he has to say of most value relates to this 
outrageous freedom of appeals—that curse 
of the American law procedure, which, un- 
der the pretense of securing exact justice 
tor all, breeds the grossest injustice. It is 
to be hoped that these timely words from a 
member of the highest American tribunal 
spoken before a body like the American Bar 
Association will not be without effect, but 
will serve as the opening speech of a cam- 
paign for a great and much-needed reform. 


“WO ROOM FOR THE RED FLAG.” 

“There is no room in the streets of Chicago 
for the red flag, says Mayor Swift, and 
Mayor Swift is right and every good citizen 
will applaud him for the position he has 
taken. There is no room in the corporate 
limits of Chicago for the symbol of anarch- 
iam. If Mr. Oscar Neebe, who has had 
some experience under the red flag, expected 
he would unfurl that flag next week he will 
be disappointed. If Mr. Keir Hardie of 
England or Mr. John Swinton of New York 
expected to march behind that flag next week 
they too will be disappointed. If they want 
to know the reason why, and if Mayor 
Swift's ultimatum is not sufficient for these 
malcontents, they can find the reason by 
consulting the monument in the Haymar- 
ket. It tells the story of the past and sup- 
plies a warning for the future to those who 
can read. 

The red flag means anarchy and anarchy 
means the throttling and destruction of the 
law. The followers of the red flag doctrine 
have made one attempt to overthrow the 
law and collided with the police of Chicago, 
the representatives and guardians of the 
law. It Was not so long ago that Mr. Neebe 
or Mr. Hardie or Mr. Swinton have forgot- 
ten the outcome. That was the first and it 
will be the last time of the display of that 
flag in the streets of this city. There is no 
room for it.“ Chicago will not have any 
more of it. It has been furled for good. 
There need be no fear that the police will 
not obey the Mayor’s emphatic instruc- 
tions, 

Unfortunately there is no law to prevent 
these seditious persons from marching in 
the streets, from celebrating the deeds of 
Anarchist assassins, and from preaching 
their mischievous doctrines, so long as they 
do not display the red emblem of destruc- 
tion, or openly counsel the throttling of the 
law. Unfortunately there is no law by which 
two such blatherskites as Keir Hardie and 
John Swinton. under the guise of labor agi- 
tation, can be restrained from uttering their 
sentiments against society and civilization. 
Chicago will have to endure that much, but 
it will not submit to the unfurling of the red 
flag or of any other symbol of anarchy. So 
Mr. Neebe might as well roll up his new red 
flag. He will have no occasion to use it. 
Distasteful as it may be to him. and his 
friends and out of character as it will ap- 
pear to others, they will march with the 
Stars and Stripes flying over them and thus 
at least affect to be American citizens, or 
go without a flag. 


THE CHINESE SMK COMPANIES. 

If the internal conflict which threatens 
to disrupt the powerful and wealthy organi- 
zation known as the Chinese Six Companies 
cannot be checked there ure likely to be 
some revelations which will astonish the 
country ‘and make San Francisco very un- 
comfortable. For many years the Six Com- 
panies are more than suspected to have been 
engaged in opium smuggling and in the 

Slave trade. They have defied the laws of 
the United States while they almost openly 
evaded them. They have imported thou- 
sands upon thousands of coolies into the 
country, and have made fortune after fort- 
une in the sale of opium which had paid no 
tribute to the Treasury of the United States. 

Their uninterrupted success and conse- 
quent prosperity would not have been pos- 
sible, of course, if the officers of the law had 
‘een vigilant and active in the perform- 
ance of their duty. But they have uni- 
formly affected to believe that the Six Com-

President Carter of the American Bar As- 
' sociation had much to say in his annual ad- 


dress delivered at Detroit Tuesday about

which afflicts so many of framing new laws; and 
second, the disposition or the willingness, com- 
mon to all Legislatures, of voting upon matters 
that are not proper subjects of legislation at all. I 
know of nothing more needed among us than a 
deepened conviction that the sphere of legislation, 
like that of other forms of human activity, has its 
proper limits,which can never be exceeded without 
mischief, and a sufficient knowledge of what these 
limits are. 

President Carter could have gone much 
further and not have exhausted the subject. 
He could have given the other side of the 


case—that is, the difficulty with which new 


| legislation, which is of value, which is not 


experimental in its nature, and which is 
designed to cure defects and remedy evils 
the existence of which are generally admit- 
ted, can be secured from a legislative body. 
Hand in hand with this passion for passing 
notional and cranky laws is the stolid resist- 
ance to the adoption of necessary ones. 80 


one is constantly witnessing Legislatures 


doing the things which ought not to be done 
and leaving undone the things which ought 
to be done. 

For instance, the TIllinois Legislature 
passed a law which nobody had asked for, 
about hoisting flags on school buildings, but 
it refused to pay any attention to a bill to 
reform the criminal practice in this State 
so as to make it possible to get good juries 
in a short time so that justice might be bet- 
ter administered and a great deal of money 
saved the taxpayers. There was nothing of 
an experimental nature about the legisla- 
tion which was proposed. Prof. Bryce and 
others have said that one of the advantages 
of the American system of government is 
that experiments in lawmaking may be 
tried on a small scale by one State. If they 
work well other States can follow suit. If 
a new departure is a failure then other 
States know what to avoid. 

It has been shown by years of trial that 
good juries can be secured under such a 
criminal law as that which Massachusetts 
has. Yet the Illinois Legislature refused 
this year, as in other years, to modify the 
abominable system which provails here now. 
It was willing to pass an indeterminate 
sentence law, which has not been tested 
thoroughly elsewhere, but it was unwilling 
to profit by the experience of other States. 
It was ready to try experiments, but not 
ready to do what it had been shown could 
be done with safety. 

Nor does President Carter seem to have 
said anything about the slipshod, bungling 
way in which modern laws are put on the 
statute books. Their meaning may be clear 
to those who drafted them, but to no one 
else. No sooner is a law in force than a 
controversy arises over it. The minute the 
indeterminate. sentence law went into effect 
there was a sharp difference of opinion as to 
its scope. Nobody ‘feels certain as to the 
effect of a law until the Supreme Court has 
put its interpretation on it, which may not 
be that of its framer. 

President Carter says: 
that the selection of legislators will ever be 
made with:uniform wisdom, but a great ad- 
vanee will be made when those*that aspire 
to be legislators begin to seek the knowl- 
edge the office requires.” This sound ad- 
vice should be heeded by the members of 
Mr. Carter’s profession. In the past the 
lawyers have had the most to do with Amer- 
ican legislation, and they will continue to 
have the most to do with it in the future. 
Of the 204 members of the Illinois Legisla- 
ture sixty were lawyers, or called them- 
selves such. If they had chosen they could 
have passed law reform bills, They could 
have defeated some of the foolish measures 
which were passed. Since the legal pro- 
fession is to continue to play such an im- 
portant part in lawmaking, its members 
ought to listen to President Carter’s words 
and begin preparing themselves for the 
work. 

But selfish interests come into play. Petty 
lawyers oppose many law reforms because 
they think they would interfere with their 
business and lessen the amounts they can 
squeeze out of clients. They want more liti- 
gation and not less litigation. So they act 
together to kill off legislation which they 
think will hurt them. They vote for other 
bills though they know them to be bad in 
order to get votes against reform bills. Thus 
it is that it is easy to secure the passage of 
erratic and fantastic measures and of all 
bills which contemplate an increased ex- 
penditure of money, while it is so hard to 
enact laws to do away with venerable 
abuses or to save money.

THE DISHONEST MILK DEALERS. 

Health Commissioner Kerr is not a physi- 
clan, but he is going for the men who sell 
adulterated milk more energetically than 
any M. D.“ who ever was at the head of the 
department. Medical societies may hold 
meetings and adopt resolutiogs denouncing 
the Commissioner because he ſi not a doctor, 
but as long as he safeguards the health of 
the people as energetically as he is doing it 
now they will not care if he has no diploma. 

Day before yesterday complaints were 
filed by him against ninety-three individuals 
for selling poor milk as good milk and charg- 
ing the full price for it. Of the stuff sold by 
them much is consumed by babies and small 
ehildren and is one great cause of the ex- 
cessive mortality which prevails among 
them here. In the case of some food adul- 
terations the consumer is swindled, but re- 
eeives no bodily harm, But milk adultera- 
tion is a crime as well as a cheat. It helps 
to fill graveyards, . 

These mén whom the Commissioner has 
detected in the act of violating a most salu- 
tary ordinance should be punished so severe- 
ly that they will not be likely to repeat the 
offense. They win be brought before a Jus- 
tice of the Peace for trial. If they plead 
guilty he should fine them heavily, and not 
suspend those fines because they promisc 
not to do so any more, They will have bet- 
ter memories if they pay fines, If they ad- 
mit their guilt but plead ignorance of the

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AccoRDING to the testimony of an ex-cook 
at the insane asylum the officers and em- 
ployés lived on the fat of the land and the 
patients had the leavings. Attendants like 
Gough and Anderson had the best of every- 
thing. Patients like Pucik, who was mur- 
dered by them, had to put up with inferior 
fare. The officers, it appears, got the best 
steaks in a carcass—porterhouse, tenderloin, 
and sirloin, The next best went to the em- 
ployés. Large quantities of chickens were 
bought, but they were consumed by the 
employés. The patients got none. The cook 
explained that that was because the supply 
was not large enough; it did not meet the 
demands of the employés, who were in the 
habit of making a howl” when there was 
not enough for them. Now, it is not desir- 
able that the patients at the asylum should 
be fed on chickens and tenderloin steaks. 
Plain, substantia! food in sufficient variety is 
quite enough for them. But it does not fol- 
low from that that the officers and attendants 
should be gorging themselves with dainty 
food at the expense of the county and living 
much better than most of them were accus- 
tomed to before they went to the institution. 
Most insane people can appreciate delicacies 
quite as much as if their minds were not dis- 
ordered and if chickens are to be bought by 
the wholesale for asylum use the patients 
might be given a treat once ina while. Cer- 
tainly the Goughs and Andersons should not 
consume them all. The probabilities are that 
the employés have been living too well and 
that there is room for much economy in the 
management of the asylum.

Gen, Campos’ Warning to Spain. 

The report that Gen. Martinez Campos has 
acknowledged to a Spanish Consul the hopeless- 
ness of the effort of Spain to overcome the Cuban 
insurgents seems to be confirmed by the follow- 
ing remarkable letter read in the Spanish Senate 
by Sefior Canovas del Castillo in July last: 

Promises never fulfilled, abuses of all kinds, 
no provision made for agriculture and pablic 
works, the exclusion of the natives from all 
branches of administration, and other faults ia 
plenty. gave rise to the insurrection of Yara. The 
convie vf successive governments that no 
other means can be used here but terror, and 
that it is a matter of dignity not to begin reforms 
as long as a shot is fi made it continue. In 
this way we should have accomplished nothing, 
even though we covered the island with soldiers. 
If we do not wish to ruin Spain we must take up 
frankly the question of liberties. I believe that 
if Cuba is too weak to be independent it is more 
than strong enough to become a Spanish 
provinee, 

In Santiago de Cuba it has been impossible to 
hold communication with the enemy's camp. 
There a mulatto is in command who once was a 
muleteer and now isa General. He has immense 
ambition, great valor, and great prestige; under 
a rough exterior he hides natural talents. We 
have been unable to do 2 with him. in 
spite of all that the Chamber and government 
expected; he only consented to see Maximo 
Gomez in order to snub him: he insisted on seo 
ing mo to deceive me, and. worst of all, he has 
succeeded in winning over Vicente Garcia by ap- 
pealing to his vanity; to gain him he turned 
over the command to him.

COURSE. 


MADE AN ELEOTIVE STUDY THIS 
YEAR IN GRAMMAR SOHOOLS, | 


Parents of 1,600 Children Have Signified 
Their Desire That This Language Be 
Taught—Advantages of This Innovation 
Explained by Supt. Kirk Increased At- 
tendance at All High Schools Expected 
Institution at the Bridewell Ready 
for Youthful Prisoners. 


The study of Latin will be introduced in 
all the grammar schools of Chicago this year. 
The study will be elective, and will be pur- 
sued by 1,600 children in the seventh grade 
whose patents have asked that classes in 
Latin be organized, The petitions signed by 
the parents were circulated by the principals 
of the various schools in accordance with or- 
ders issued by the Board of Education last 


apring. 

Last Tuesday the examination of candidates 
for positions as teachers of Latin in the 
schools was held, and twenty-four candidates 
were successtul. However, the principal of 
any school is supposed to be qualified for this 
work, having already taken the necessary ex- 
aminations, and in most cases the principals 
themselves will do the teaching. — 

Alfred Kirk,an Assistant Superintendent in 
Prof. Lane’s office, said yesterday concern: 
ing the introduction of Latin: 

“The action of the board 
in ordering the 
among the pareats 
with the suggestions of the National 
Educational Association in 1892 and 
1893. Special committees were then ap- 
pointed for the purpose of carefully consider- 
ing the matter and recommended Latin be in- 
troduced in the grammar schools, In the 
opinion of the best scholars the most advan- 
tageous time to begin the study ef Latin is 
between the ages of 10 and 12. Some years 
ago German was introduced in the fifth, 
sixth, seventh, and eighth grades as an elec- 
tive study, and Latin is to be in the seventh 
and eighth grades on exactly the same basis. 
We start with the study in the seventh this 
year, and next year it will de followed 
in both grades. Last year a course in 
algebra was given for six months 
in the eighth grade and this will be continued 
this year. Two years ago college preparatory 
courses were started in two or three schools, 
All these progressive moves on the part of the 
board met with favor from parents, so the 
board ordered last spring that they be given a 
chance to express their views on the subject 
of the study of Latin. Inasmuch as the 
course is not to be compulsory, and has 
been asked for by the parents, no crit- 
icism that the children are to be 
overburdened ought to arise. We hope 
as the result of this enriching of the 
course of study many more chiidren will 
ultimately enter institutions of high er learn- 
ing. The great similarity of the courses in 
the seventh and eighth grades to that in the 
fifth and sixth has heretofore tended to make 
pupils leave school eariy on account of lack 
of attractiveness of the course. 

Increased Attendance Expected. 

Prof. A. F. Nightingale, Superintendent in 
charge of the Chicago High Schools, said yee- 
terday: ** Greatly increased attendance at all 
tne High Schools is expected. Probably an 
enroliment of 7,500 will be reached in the 
first week. At the new Medili and Marshall 
schools, opened last y ear, we expect enter 
classes of 200, and a total entering of 3,50 
in all the schools. Additions have been made 
to some of the buildmgs and equipments 
added orimproved. At the South Chicago 
and Eugiewood high schools the assembi 
halis ha ve been utilized as study rooms, 
partitions put in the larger recitation rooms 
to increase the seating capacity in each place 
by 200. The only radical change in the 
course of study presented will be that the 
study of English will be made more contin- 
vous. We hope by this means of increasing 
the number of recitations each week in the 
study of English to add to the interest taken 
in the work. 

Worthy School Ready. 


The completion of the Worthy School, an 
addition to the bridewell made by the Board 
of Education, 1s to many a hopeful sign that 
in the future better care is to be taken of 
youthful offenders against justice than in the 
past, The school is ready for occupancy next 
week, the only hitch being that the Board of 
Education refuses to pose asa prison guard, 
and consequently with careful regard as to its 
promise, has not provided any bars to the 
windows or chains to the doors. The build. 
ing is ready as a school but not as a prison. 
It the keener of the bridewell wishes to avail 
himself of the provision made for his youth- 
ful charges by the Board of Education he will 
either be compelled to place a bevy of guards 
over the boys during study hours or else erect 
a wall around the building. 

The school has six class rooms, an office, a 
wood-working shop, a paint shop, a drafting 
room, a machine and store room, a dry kiln, 
a dining room, and a kitchen. It cost 657, 
000 and is built of brick and stone, Work 
was begun on the building Nov. 22, 1894. 
The school will accommodate 270 boys, Al- 
bert R. Sabin, the Assistant Superintendent 
of Schools, in charge of the district in which 
the bridewell is situated, said yesterday con- 
cerning the new echool: 

The school contains everything to make a 
home for boys except dormitories. The work- 
shop on the second floor can be converted 
into a dormitory at small expense. It has 
been proposed by several prominent citizens 
to build an $80,000 dormitory for boys at 
the bridewell. Intemuch as the mai 
mum number of boys ever confined 
at the bridewell up to date is sixty-five it 
seems to me to be better to begin by utilizing 
for a dormitory one of the workshops, which 
we will not need for a long time. 

“The question now ie, Who is to take care 
of the boys?’ Wearesimply to teach them. 
We are not their rds. We furnish the 
workshops, the tools, and the teachers, but 
the Council must arrange other matters. The 
boys will have the benefit of our work as soon 
as the proper authorities decide how the boys 
are to be taken care-of. My own opinion is 
the only thing to be done is to build a prison 
wall about the whole structure.”’ 

The first plans drawn by the Board of Edu- 
eation architect involved a cell room, but 
this was discarded as soon as the.board dis- 
cussed the matter and decided what its prov- 
ince was in regard tothe school. It is. said 

“keeper of the bridewell, Mark L. Craw- 
ford, has made frequent requests to the Board 
of Education for cell accommodations in the 
new buildings.

in a Democratic convention in this city 

Perhaps 2,000 angry Democrats were 
thronged about Tomlinson Hall and when 
the doors were opened they rushed in de- 
termined to break up the convention rather 
than see Taggart nominated. But the Tag- 
Furt men had prepared for trouble, and 
when the Rogers howlers found a battalion 
of fifty police stretched across the hall back 
of the space for the delegates heir fighting 
blood received a chill, It was admitted that 
Taggart had four-fifths of the delegates 
and when they entered a pandemonium of 
hisses and yells went up. 

it had been understood by the better ele- 
ment that Gov. Matthews would be made 
Chairman, but Albert Lieber, the big brew- 
er and State Liquor League man. would not 
have Matthews for Chairman, and anything 
the Liquor League wanted was sure to be 
sranted. Accordingly Gov. Matthews was 
frozen out and John Kern, attorney for the 
Liquor League, was chosen. 

AS soon as Kern got the gavel he called on 
the police to quiet the turbulent Rogers nnen 
or put them out of the hail.

Taggart had been 
waiting below and came on the stage to read 
his speech. It was delivered with absolutely 
no enthusiasm, and he retired without even 
the customary three cheers For the Next 
Year,” as his Democratic friends have 
styled him.

SAYS HOLMES IS LYING AS 


Detective Geyer Declares There Is No 
Truth in the Published Interview. 

Indianapolis, Ind., Aug. 29.—[Special.] — 
Interest in the Holmes case today was trans- 
ferred from the cottage in Irvington, where 
theremains of Howard Pitzel were found, to 
the grand jury room. 

The most evidence, outside of that fur- 
nished by Detective Geyer and Inspector 
Gary, was given by Dr. John Byram, the 
Irvington dentist, who was given the eighteen 
teeth found in the cottage chimney. 

Dr. Byram has mounted the teeth in a fac- 
simile of the jaw made of wax, taking his 
measurements from the portion of the jaw 
found in the ashes. He showed by medical 
works that they belonged to a cnild between 
the ages of 8 and 11 years. 

The overcoat, shoes, trunk, and bones were 
exhibited to the jury by the Coroner and it is 
expected that an ‘indictment will be returned 


tomorrow.

This balance sheet was said to show the 
condition of the company at the commence- 
ment of business April 30. It has since been 
discovered there was $27,000 of taxes which 
should have appeared in the Habilities. The 
taxes had been due more than a year, and 
the next day after the report was dated was 
the last day left in which they could be paid, 
To have been quite accurate the report 
should also have shown $25,000 accrued 
interest on bonds, but no account was taken 
of that. The report, of course, might be 
said to have kept within the letter of cor- 
rectness and still leave those items out, but 
there are about %12,000 of other liabilities 
that have been found so far which shovid 
have appeared. The real congo: debt of 
the company, then, turns out to have been 
$04,000 instead of $30,000, as indicated by 
the report. That indebtedness has since 
been reduced by current earnings until it 
now stands at $70,000, 

Dividends on Masonic Temple stock are a 
good ways off. The present indications are 
that the property may earn about $40,000 
a year above expenses and fixed charges. 
The new management admits it is unable to 
say just what the earnings of the company 
will be, because they have been forced to put 
in the expenses so far this year a large num- 
ber of items which should properly have 
been charged to last year. It is believed, 
however, that the floating debt can be wiped 
out in about two years. 

“The interests of the first section bond- 
holders of the Alley Elevated railroad will 
be placed in the hands of our attorney Oct. 
1 and foreclosure proceedings commenced,’ 
said George D. Boulton, manager of the 
bond department of the First National 
Hank. I can see no. reason for any delay 
in beginning proceedings. The bondholders 
are certainly not at all disposed to be harsh 
or at all inclined to take any summary pro- 
ceedings. They have been ready at all 
times to listen to any sort of proposition 
that the junior security-holders might of- 
fer. No proposition whatever has been 
made, and there seems to be nothing left to 
do but to proceed to enforce the lien of our 
security. We recognize exactly what the 
property needs—it needs money. If the 
stockholders showed a disposition to furnish 
that we will be very glad to meet them on 
liberal grounds. If we are left to put up 
the money the property needs to place it on 
its feet the stockholders cannot of course 
expect to share in the chances of success. 
It is curious that the security-holders should 
regafd this situation as in any way differ- 
ent from the case of any other overdue pa- 
per. If we held paper that was past due 
and the maker of it showed no disposition to 
attempt any sort of settlement it would be 
placed in the hands of our attorney to take 


That is exactly the situation with the bonds 
of the Alley Elevated company. There is 
no disposition on our part to be in the least 
harsh, but the stockholders cannot expect 
us to look after their interests when they 
decline to pay any attention to the matter 
themselves.“ 

There will be heavy shipments of gold Sat- 
urday. Probably $2,000,000 will be exported 
by some of the large coffee houses and other 
importers. The price of exchange does not 
get any lower. A short time ago there were 
indications which led exchange dealers to 
believe a drop in the market was at last at 
hand. They admit now that those indica- 
tions were deceptive and that the market is 
decidedly strong. 

Some one is endeavoring to create the im- 
pression that the Chicago banks have been 
heavily short of exchange under contracts 
maturing Sept. 1. There is no reason to be- 
lieve that is the case. A canvass of the 
local market indicates there has not been 
over £20,000 short exchange sold. There has, 
of course, been a good deal of exchange sold 
by the banks against future commercial 
bills already contracted for, but these bills 
have now been delivered and the sales of ex- 
change covered. 

Once more the announcement has been 
made that the brewery agreement has be- 
come effective and once more it must be said 
that the announcement is premature. The 
situation shows no change. There are still 
two brewers outside the combination. There 
seems to be fair probability that they will 
be brought in but they certainly have not 
come in yet and the agreement is not yet 
effective, Just about the same may be said 
concerning the, Wabash avenue loop. An- 
nouncements of’ the completion of the cam- 
paign for property-owners’ signatures are 
premature. It is said on excellent authority 
that the canvass will undoubtedly be suc- 
cessfully concluded within four or five days.

| DISCUSS THE REPORTS 


DRAINAGE TRUSTEES SAY ARMY EN- 
GINEERS OFFER NOTHING NEW, 


„ 
All the Problems Presented by the Experts 


Have Been Considered at Length by the 


Board- The River Harbor Question Was 
Not Overlooked=No Need of Govern- 
ment Control Until Connection Is Made 
with the LakeeMayor Swift Asks About 
Sewer Covnections. 


The report of the Board of Army Eagineers, 
appointed to consider and report upon the 
probable effect of the operation of the Chica- 
go Drainage Canal upon the lake and harbor 
levele, and upon the navigation of the Great 
Lakes and their connecting waterways,”’ has 
been read by the Trustees offthe Sanitary Dis- 
trict and their engineers, but has produced 
no commotion among them. 

Chief Engineer Randolph said yesterday: 
% There is nothing in the report to disturb us 
in the least, and not much that I would feel 
disposed to criticise, The board reached the 
same conclusion as to the probable effect of 
the Drainage Channel on thé lake levels that 
we did years ago. That the lake level will be 
reduced from three to six inches has been 
printed in all our literature for the last two 
or three yeara, and therefore the statement of 
the army engineers to that effect is not cal- 
culated to surprise us. There is one part of 
the report, however, that calls for notice, 
The charge made that the engineers of the 
Drainage Channel ignored the effect of the 
improvement on the harbor in the Chicago 
River is unfounded. We have studied the d . 
ferent features of the work in the order in 
which they came up; but that we have taken 
the Chicago River into consideration is shown 
by a report which I made to the Drainage 
Trustees Aug. 21. 

“This report shows the present flowage 
capacity of the Chicago River ia 150,000 
cubic feet per minute, and that for an ex- 
penditure of $872,500 this capacity can be 
doubled. The changes which will be neces- 
sary will include deepening the channel toa 
depth of twenty feet in the center and twelve 
feet at the dock lines. It will also be neces- 
sary to widen the river in some places and in 
others to construct by-passes around the 
bridges. These by-passes, which will be nec. 
essary at Adams street, Jackson street, Met- 
ropolitan L, and Van Buren street bridges 
will nearly all pe on railroad property, and 
can all be saved for the uses to which it is 
devoted at present by laying floormg over 
the waterways. 

No Need for Government Control Now. 


The intimations thrown out in the report 
the governinent may assume control of 
the Drainage Channel is not at all alarming. 
There is a rumor in circulation that the army 
engineers themselves would like to take 
charge of the work. But surely it cannot be 
forgotten that the drainage act itself males 
provision for the government assumitz con- 
trol of the Drainage Channel as soon as it 
becomes a waterway. This control, however, 
will not effect the organization nor the prop- 
erty rights of the Trustees of the Sanitary 
District. It will give the government only 
the same power over the Drainage Channel 
that it has now over the Ch:cago River. This 
authority cannot be exercised until the water 
is let into the channel, and, as the waterway 
between the lakes and the Mississippi has 
been ‘the policy of the government fora 
century past, I do not think there is much 
danger that the Federal Courts will enjoin 
the work. 

“The report of the engineers entirely over- 
looks the scheme pro some years ago 
and never discredited, for regulating the level 
of the lakes by making a reservoir of Lake 
Superior. If the Sault Ste. Marie Rapids 
were dammed and its waters liberated as re- 
quired through sluice-gates it is said that they 
could be made to reguiate the level of all the 
great lakes at will. The water discharged 
through these straits varies greatly in differ- 
ent seasons, and enough could be accumu- 
lated in a wet season to counteract the effect 
of many outlets.

GRAIN SHIPPERS MAY DISCRIMINATE. 


Country Dealers Insist on Board of Trade 
Weighmasters Here. 


A severe discrimination by country grain 
shippers against concerns which refuse to 
install Board of Trade weighmasters is not 
unlikely to be a feature of the campaign be- 
gun by the Hlinois Grain Dealers’ Associa- 
tion and the Chicago Grain Receivers’ and 
Shippers’ Association against the system of 
unofficial weighing which is extensively em- 
ployed. Yesterday letters were received by 
grain receivers directing that grain forward- 
ed by the writer be not placed in any house 
"where Board of Trade officials were exclud- 
ed from superintendnece of the scales. Along 
with the letters, came copies of a circular 
issued by the Illinois association calling on 
all its members to unite in urging John Hill, 
President of the Chicago association, to call 
t latter body together to take action. 
Mr. Hill said yesterday he would do it, add- 
ing that the eievators generally, he believed, 


} accept official weighers, but that numerous 


private houses would object. Well-informed 
Board of Trade men say the fight which 
seems likely may assume a stage which may 
make it difficult for some of the private 
houses to buy grain, for, they add, the coun- 
try dealers are in earnest and the local re- 
ceivers are in complete harmony with them 
in a determination to reform what they call 
shortages in weights. 

Copies of the circular were sent from De- 
catur to the members of the Illinois as- 
sociation and also to the members of the 
similar organizations in lowa and iw Ne- 
braska. 

The interests of our association are the 
same as those of the Country Shippers’ As- 
sociation so far as correct weights are con- 
cerned,” said President Hill. “All we can 
do is to exert our influence as members of 
the Board of Trade to compel all grain stor- 
age houses to employ Board of Trade weigh- 
masters. At our conference with the com- 
mittee of the Illinois association instances 
of short weights were given which constitut- 
ed serious matters. It won't do to have a, 
shortage of seven or eight bushels to a car 
reported in Chicago weighing, while in cit es 
much farther from the point of shipment 
the grain is. found only one-half a bushel 
short. There should be a Board of Trade 
weighmaster in every place where grain is 
received.“ 

According to a large elevator man it is 
not so certain the regular warehouses will 
. abandon their system of weighing grain. 

“As far as we are concerned,“ said he, we 
propose to weigh what we have to pay for. 
We have no objection to the Board of Trade 
weighmasters if the board will guarantee 
their weights. There are two sides to the 
weight question.“

Miss Hynes is about 60 years old, and was 
practicaliy an adopted daughter of the late 
Judge Holy She was the cousin of Judge 
Holt’s first wife, and lived with the family at 
Louisville before the war. When the first 
Mrs. Holt was dying her husband promised 
that he would always care for her cousin and 
would provide for her in his will. Funds were 
regularly furnished Miss Hynes up to the 
time of Judge Holt’s death, and in his letters 
to her were frequent assurances that she had 
been remembered in his will. 

There are sixty days in which the mysterious 
document can be offered for probate, but it is 
likely that the matter will be brought to the 
attention of the Equity Court tomorrow, 
When it is offered the other heirs at law will 
be cited to show cause why the will should not 
be admitted to probate.
